Tydings (D.) of Maryland 
said he "took no stock whatever 
in the talk of a third term.”

Before he left the capitol after 
the adjournment of congress. Sen. 
George (D.) of Georgia said he 
was “ confident” that the Presi­ 
dent “ at the proper time" would 
declare hie position and step aside 
for another. 
Unwilling to be quoted directly 
in speculation in advance of the 
next campaign, other Democrats 
said privately they doubted a third 
term was likely. 
Holt's resolution would be the 
second designed to put congress 
on record against a third term.

HONGKONG, Sept. 2— More than 
500 persons were believed today to 
have perished as the most devastat­ 
ing typhoon in IO years lashed thi* 
British crown colony. At least 20 
vessels were sunk by the fury of 
the wind. 
Ship after ship was torn from its 
storm mooring in the crowded har 
bor and sent careening helplessly 
in a macabre romp. 
The business 
section of Hongkong was a veri­ 
table shambles. 
Scores of build 
ings were unroofed and their fronts 
smashed In like they were tinder. 
The 
streets 
were 
littered 
with 
wrecked motorcars. 
Countless scores of small craft 
were tossed like chips against the 
sea wall and those who made them 
their home were drowned. 
Fifty Chinese were reported to 
have been killed almost instantly 
when a block of buildings collapsed 
at Tai Po. 
Boat Dwellers Hard Hit 
Along the coast at Macao serious 
damage was done, particularly to 
the 
picturesque

dwellers. 
A survey disclosed that 18 ships 
had been driven ashore both inside 
and outside Hongkong harbor, in 
addition to those sunk. 
Tbe larg 
est was the 18,765-ton italian Liner 
Conte Verde.

It was feared, however, that the 
Dutch Liner Van Heuts, ashore on 
Green island at the western en­ 
trance to the harbor, was a total 
loss.

Ohio valley, detailed various phases 
of the proposed plant. 
S.000 Beating Capacity 
The design, now in the hands of 
the engineering firm of Buckler and 
Fenhagen in Baltimore, provides a 
grandstand 387 feet long with 30 
rows of seats and a capacity of 8,- 
000; stables to house 1,000 horses, 


an elaborate 
club 
bouse and turf 
headquarters with arrangements for 
pari-mutuel betting through 14 win­ 
dows. 
The land ii being purchased from 
J. B. Porter, and lies between the 
river and the highway. The grand­ 
stand will be erected on the river­ 
side ai 
the 
property, facing the 


highway so that the afternoon sun 
will not be in the eyes of the pat­ 
rons. 
“Coney Island interests once made 
the mistake of building their grand­ 
stand facing the east. The sun both­ 
ered the patrons. They had to turn 
the structure around,’’ Mr. Boyle 
recalls. 
He said the club house will be 
modernistic in design with a bal­ 
cony and turf headquarters and a 
bridge leading into the mezzanine 
of the grandstand which will have 
80 betting windows, with 60 below 
on the ground floor. 
Twenty-four 
betting windows will be opened in 
the club house. 
A concourse will be built the en­ 
tire length of the grandstand and 
160 feet deep, slanting so that per-

Former Sailor Before Mast, Visiting In East 
Palestine, Recalls Hongkong Typoon In 1872 


John Francis Howard. 81, Shipped From Liverpool On 


First Voyage At 14; Had Circled World By 20 


Special To Th* Review. 
EAST PALESTINE. Sept. 2 — 
They had typhoons at Hongkong in 
1872. too. John Francis Howard, 81. 
former marine, revealed in an in­ 
terview here Wednesday. 
Mr. Howard 
described the most 
thrilling incident 
of 
his 
sailing 
career, which happened in the Hong­ 
kong harbor. His ship, the Morn­ 
ing Light out of Liverpool, was 
struck by a typhoon similar to W ed­ 
nesday’s. and had its mast carried 
away. 
Mr. Howard, whose home is in 
Baltimore, is visiting his son. Frank 
Howard of Taggart street here. 
He was born in Liverpool, Eng­ 
land, June 4. 1856. and went to sea 
when only 14. serving before the 
m ast on sailing vessels of the time. 
He had visited most of the major 
commercial ports of the world be­ 
fore he was 20. he said. 
“My father was a sea faring man.” 
Mr. Howard explained, “and both 
my parents died while I was still 
young; too young, in fact, to re­ 
member 
much 
about 
either 
of 
them.” 
On Mr. Howard's first voyage, he 
sailed as an apprentice on the ves­ 
sel Royal George, which left Liver­ 


pool for the West 
Indies 
with a 
cargo of coal, proceeding from there 
to Rangoon, Burma. 
From Rangoon the journey extend­ 
ed back to Liverpool, the entire trip 
taking nearly 14 months. 
The second voyage, taken when 
Mr. Howard was 16. was from Liver­ 
pool to Bombay, India, thence to 
Calcutta. 
From Calcutta the prow 
of the vessel was turned westward 
and Mr. Howard landed on Ameri­ 
can soil for the first time when the 
vessel reached New York City. 
When 20 years old, Mr. Howard 
took up the study of medicine, a 
course he followed for three years 
before giving it up to become a ma­ 
chinist. 
He moved with his family to Bal­ 
timore in 1882. and has lived there 
ever since. 
FYank Howard, the eldest son, 
was born in Liverpool shortly be­ 
fore the family moved to America. 
is the only local member of the 
original family. 
A great-grandchild, Marsha How­ 
ard. aged three, lives here with her 
father, Frank Howard Jr., a grand­ 
son of the former sailor. 
Mr. Howard expects to return to 
Baltimore in several weeks.

Anti-Japanese Feeling 


/--R O W TH of anti-Japanese feeling in the United 
V J States ie a vital fact or in international relations 
—more important in some respects than the aggres­ 
sive military cam paign causing It, 


Prejudice threatens to make Americans blind and 
deaf to whatever arguments Japan may adduce in 
support of its Chinese policy. Indeed, prejudice al­ 
ready has gone so far as to shut out the thought 
that Japan may have valid arguments to offer. 


Even if the Japanese cane were to be presented 
perfectly rn such a way as to get a complete hear­ 
ing in the United States, it still would not carry 
conviction, because It is based on a philosophy 
which Americans do not understand. 


There is, first of all, an assumption of the right 
of power in establishm ent of an Oriental empire. 
Americans, whose own tentative experiments with 
empire building were abortive, are incapable of 
sympathizing with other powers proceeding realis­ 
tically with their programs. 


Japan, with an economy based on development of 
markets and sources of supply by the use of Its dis­ 
proportionately large military arm, is trying to pre­ 
serve and extend that economy in the only way 
possible. Wrong it may be, judged objectively, but 
by its own standards It is as right as a man who 
steals bread to feed his hungry family. It must live; 
to live is to fight, in Japan's case. 


The natural accompaniment of Japanese policy is 
an attitude that seems to American* to be like 
nothing so much as arrogance, but to Japan is 
m erely self confidence founded in conviction that 
the Japanese 
vIpw of national destiny needs no 
apology. Americans need only to recall the Spanish- 
American war to understand how easily a nation 
can 
rationalize a policy 
under emotional 
stress 
which later can be defended only lamely by logical 
reasoning. 


The acute friction which, it is feared, may de­ 
velop some day over exploitation of the Pacific area 
if Japan's claimed sphere of influence is threatened 
by American and British encroachm ent is aggravat­ 
ed by th* current crisis. It Is indicated th at neither 
Japanese nor Americana, despite their record of 
amicable relationships, posses* the groundwork for 
looking at each other’s national policies sym patheti­ 
cally. 


The tragedy of the aggrension in China, from this 
point of view, is that it threatens to line up popular 
opinion preponderantly in advance of any direct 
issue. Though it is hard to believe Japan yet has 
discovered any valid reason for being critical of the 
United States, which has leaned over backward to 
be moderate, certainly Japanese have given little 
attention to maintaining even an attitude of accept­ 
ance for their policies in nations whose official 
friendship they have not yet sacrificed to ambition 
for empire.

Getting It Straight 


r T ’S next to impossible for a mind with a short 
circuit in it to get anything straight, yet it’s 
barely possible some of the sm arter communistic 
brethren in the United States may he dimly aware 
of a significant tact. 
American middle classes are just as hostile to tho 
presence of Nazi gangs in their midst as they ever 
were to organized reds. It is Just as easy to work j 
up a swastika scare as It is to work up a red scare. I 
lf the American Nazis continue to flaunt them- I 
selves, they will find that out. 
This should rob Communists of a helpful con­ 
viction that they have been “persecuted" because 
they were opposed to capitalism. That has had a 
good deal to do with it. hut the real reason for their 
unpopularity is the certainty of the ordinary run 
of Americans—the middle classes—that a dictator­ 
ship of the proletariat, which is what cotpmunism 
amounts to, would be a pain in the neck 
in the same way. the middle classes, who have 
the most eubstantial stake in the political experi­ 
ment called democracy, tear a dictatorship of flag 
wavers and leader worshippers of the Nazi type. 
In the words of Andy Gump. Americans don't want 
to wear any m an’s collar, no matter what size or 
color it happens to be.

Unifying Spirit Of Religion Holds No Place 


In Era Of Hate Engendered Under New Deal

\ WASHINGTON. Sept. 2 —Of all 
VV the 
comments 
that 
come in 
every now- and then from people in 
all walks of life is one asking the 
simple, 
but 
pathetic, 
question: 
When will there be an end to the 
present era of hate? 
The belief that class is being ar­ 
rayed against class by m em bers of 
the present administration, begin­ 
ning with President Roosevelt and 
continuing to lesser officials and 
to allied groups, 
is 
widespread. 
The defense usually offered is that 
the provocation—'the demand 
for 
social justice and a better deal for 
the 
underprivileged—justifies the 
tactics used. 
The President 
of 
the 
United 
States, however, who is often look­ 
ed upon by the people as a moral 
leader, or spokesman, at least, of 
national 
morality, 
hardly 
ever 
makes a speech nowadays that he 
does not inject into it som e note 
of class antagonism, 
some 
chal­ 
lenge o ' militancy to those he calls 
“a powerful minority." 
As for the people who disagree 
w'ith the President, many unfortun­ 
ately bear toward Mr. Roosevelt a 
burning hatred. They do not con­ 
cede to him benevolence of pur­ 
pose, but constantly accuse him of 
mallevo'ence. The President, in one 
of his speeches in 1936, took cog­ 
nizance of this and said bluntly “I 
welcome their hatred,” 
How different is the spirit of 
statesm anship in England! 
There 
came to my office today a commun. 
ication which one 
doubts 
would 
ever 
be penned by 
a 
group of 
American high officials. 
It 
was 
signed by the Marquis 
of 
Salis­ 
bury. one of England's m ost re­ 
spected elder statesm en; by Dr. J. 
W. 
Mackall. one of the greatest 
classical scholars of England; by 
Ernest Brown, minister of labor in 
the present cabinet, .md by Lord 
Davidson, who was Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin’s closest advisor. 
It was published in 
the 
"London 
Times” and reads in part as fol­ 
lows: 
“The disunity of aim and conflict 
of interest that now disturb all hu­ 
man life and relationships, through­ 
out the world 
whether social, na­ 
tional or international, is surely 
today the greatest m enace to mod­ 
ern civilization. 


“/ “\ N ONE point all 
thoughtful 
v / people must be united. No ef­ 
fective. 
unifying or 
harmonizing 
principle has yet been discovered 
in any system of social or political 
philosophy, or method of political 
organization, or science of national 
or international statecraft. Quite 
plainly human ingenuity and human 
intelligence have mailed to find a 
remedy. 
“It cannot be God s plan or pur­ 
pose that no remedy should be 
found. H e surely has one. The most 
urgent duty of every Christian is 
to try, under God’s guidance, to 
find the remedy and then apply it 
with faith and unrem itting inten­ 
sity of purpose. 
“W e have been deeply impressed 
with signs around us of the revival 
of conviction in this sense. We be­ 
lieve th at many a humble Christian 
is striving by prayer and effort to 
help forward God’s purpose and we 
thankfully recognize th at men are 
banding 
themselves 
together 
to 
seek and to find the road to it. The 
Oxford group is a notable example. 
This world-wide movement stands 
out as a challenge to the churches 
today to be up and doing 
“The dominating motive which 
anim ates these efforts, whether in 
the group or elsewhere, is a pledge 
of loyalty to apply under God’s 
guidance the spirit and principles 
of Christ to individual conduct and 
to every department of social, na­ 
tional and supernational life. 
“These workers are striving . . . 
to drive home as a fundamental 
principle that every one in every 
nation is in Christian duty bound,

ways, to apply and insistently work 
for the general application of the 
principles of Christ not merely to 
his own problems but most espe­ 
cially to those of his community 
and nation, and of the nations of 
the world.

An Indian Gets ‘Red’ 


/~y\’E of the things that can happen to an Indian 
in this day of enlightened treatm ent of the red- 
man is to be left off the tribal roll. 
Offhand that would sound like being expelled from 
the D. A. R. or the Elks but to an Indian it is a cash 
proposition, not sentimental. The Indians on the 
tribal roll receive dividens from tribal property. In 
many tribes the comm unity kitty runs into millions 
and the income buys much gasoline and 
many 
blankets. 


In other tribes the property has already been divid­ 
ed among the members, but those of the roll would 
like to get on because it would give them at least a 
semblance of a claim against the government for not 
being cut in 


A sample is the case of Robert Fix. who claims fo 
be a descendant of Choctaw Indians. He and his fam­ 
ily were left off the rolls and he is quite frank in 
stating that he w ants to be on so as to share the 
tribal bounty. 
Fix was a lad of about high school age when. in 
1907. a governm ent commission held a hearing to 
determ ine who were Choctaw Indians and so entitled 
to a dLision of the tribal property. The Fix family 
was left off for failure to prove Choctaw connections. 
Since becoming old enough to realize what had hap- 
pened to him, Fix has been an almost constant wit 
ness before congressional committees. He has a stack 
of documents and Indian affidavits that tell a story 
as weird almost as an “Arabian Nights * tale 
He tells It before the senate Indian affairs commit­ 
tee in about this fashion: 
His great grandm other marched overland from Mis­ 
sissippi to Oklahoma in the enforced migration of 
that tribe. She had several children. One of the 
daughters married a Civil war soldier out in Kansas, 
had three children by him and then was murdered. 
The children were abandoned T h e y made th eir w a v 
back to Oklahoma and lived with relatives am ong the 
Choctaws. One of the children, Fix says, was bis 
mother. 
The commission in 1907 was dissatisfied with the 
story and the Fix family got no land. The senate com­ 
m ittee has not acted on his case yet, either. The 
Choctaws still have some coal land as tribal property 
and Fix predicts some day be will get a share of it. 
Not only does the government oppose him. since it 
made the original finding, but rn* mbers of the tribe 
in good standing on the rolls don % w ant him in on 
the tribal pool. 
T here are hundreds of other Indians in like condi­ 
tion. The Klamath Indians in Washington have valu­ 
able tim ber holdings and pay comfortable fees to a 
firm of attorneys iu Washington, D. C., m erely to 
draw up tim ber sale contracts. Several hundred 
Indians were left off the Klamath rolls also, and 
thereby hangs another capo before congress. 
It is all very complex, because the Indians did not 
keep especially good birth records. Among them ­ 
selves they knew who was who. but it is a tough 
assignm ent for a lone Indian at outs with his tribe 
to prove his ancestry. Th* only witnesses are other 
Indians— who wuold rather have fewer in on the 
split-up anyway.

“Three-cent stamps netted us a 
profit of $92,898,151 in fiscal 1936 
and probably 'even more during 
fiscal 1937,” one official caid. “It’s 
our best seller.’* 
First class postage revenues, ex­ 
clusive of letters delivered locally, 
totaled $285,963,254 in 1936, he esti­ 
mated, while expenditures totalled 
only $193,065,103. Local letter mail 
netted a profit of $15,995,562. 
Coat Taxpayer* Money 
Some items, including airmail 
and newspapers, cost taxpayers 
money. It took $16,879,349 to deliv­ 
er domestic airmail as compared 
with 
$9,702,676 
revenue. 
Dally 
newspapers were delivered at a 
loss of $30,086,122. Special delivery 
items netted the government $8,* 
904,081, but cost $9,507,046 to de­ 
liver. 
On the profit side of the ledger, 
alongside first class postage, stood 
the

savings 
department. 
That division took in revenues 
totalling $9,323,978 but spent only

Lions Hear Description Of 


National Shrines Seen 


On Member’s Tour

Wellsville R o t a r y To Be 


Hosts To Organization 


At Joint Meeting 


At th© Lions club meeting in the 
Y.M.C.A. Wednesday night Row­ 
land R. Lyons gave a talk on his 
recent trip to Washington, the 
Shenandoah valley and Gettysburg. 
The first stop which he described 
was Mount Vernon, where he and 
®liis family spent the day examining 
the home of the first president of 
the 
United 
States. 
Giving the 
background of the estate, he said 
that the land was part of an origi­ 
nal grant given to John Washing­ 
ton, great grandfather of George 
Washington. 
The land was passed down to the 
first president, through his aunt, 
Mildred Washington, 
his father, 
and his half-brother, Augustus. 
It 
wa* 
originally 
called 
Hunter s 
Creek, but was renamed by George. 
He described the tomb, and also 
told about the old tomb which had 
been built by the earlier settlers. 
The smoke house, he said, was one 
of the largest he had seen. All the 
buildings and equipment on the es­ 
tate showed the independent way 
the early plantation owners lived. 
Mount Vernon is kept up by the 
Mount Vernon Ladies’ association, 
which took it over in 1858. 
Each 
person who visits it now pays a 25 
cent fee, which is used for the 
maintenance of the grounds and 
buildings. 
Tfce next place visited by Mr. Ly­ 
ons was Alexandria, Va., where he 
saw the $2,OOO,OOO Masonic temple, 
the largest in the country. This is 
the place where Washington was 
most active as a mason. 
Mr. Lyons went from Alexandria 
to Arlington cemetery, where he 
saw the tomb of the unknown sol­ 
dier and the huge Greek amphi­ 
theater. 
While in Washington he visited 
the new court building, which he 
described as huge and beautiful, 
Lincoln's tomb, and the capitol 
building. 
a 
I wa* somewhat disappointed in 
the capitol building.” he said. 
The one thing which displeased 
him on the trip, he said, was find­ 
ing names and initials carved in 
the woodwork on the windows of 
the capitol. ‘‘Being a school teach­ 
er,” he said, “I have always won­ 
dered what to do about this evil, 
and why people do it." 
His next stop was Gettysburg, 
where he went on his way home. 
The cemetery was smaller than he 
had expected, he said, but the bat­ 
tlefield 
was 
large, covering 
39 
square miles. 
He said that there 
were no southern soldiers burled 
there, those that had been being 
removed years ago. 
There were 159,000 men engaged 


in the battle, he said, and 5,747 
killed. 
The government spent $3,- 
500,000 in developing the battle­ 
field as a national park, and con­ 
gress appropriates $50,000 annually 
for its upkeep. 
He told the story of the two Get­ 
tysburg boys who left their homes 
to fight for the Southern cause. 
One, whose name was Culp, was 
killed on 
his father’s 
property, 
while the other, Wentz by name, 
was in charge of a Southern bat­ 
tery in the back yard of his home.

Wellsville

bring men and wojnen and all ad­ 
ministrations and governments to 
a spirit of loyalty to God. This 
alone can unite a chaotic world." 
ONLY this week there has been 
in session at Williamstown. 
Mass., a meeting held under the 
auspices of the National Confer­ 
ence of Christians and Jews. The 
subject has been "public opinion,” 
and, judging from a reading of the 
speeches, they have contained some 
of the same sharp cleavages which 
were conveyed in President Roose­ 
velt’s message opening the confer­ 
ence. In 1935. the President sent to 
the National Conference of Chris­ 
tians and Jews a splendid message 
declaring that there was no social 
or economic problem which would 
not yield a solution if approached 
in the true spirit of religion. But, 
unfortunately, as the spirit of hate 
is more and more engendered, as 
lack of impartiality in enforcing 
the laws of the land stirs up the 
passions of the vigilante movement 
and sows the seeds of revolt, there 
is not much progress made toward 
a revival of the unifying spirit of 
religion. Some day that spirit, how­ 
ever, roust conquer the spirit of 
hate and class warfare—and from 
no position of vantage can words 
of tolerance and restraint be utter­ 
ed more effectively to heal the 
wounds of class dissention than 
from the high office of president 
and from the government generally. 
The voice of the British statesmen 
who have the vision to write of 
the need for divine guidance is 
matched here by men and women 
in all walks of life who feel the 
same urge to spread the doctrine 
of human, cooperation and mutual 
help, but. in America, as in Eng­ 
land, leadership comes from those 
in authority, and it is to them the 
populace turns hopefully now, as 
always, for initiative and example.

Today’s Book Review

C 
l i n c h c a l k i n s has muffled 
what m ight have been the big 
labor book of the year by confining 
him self too strictly to one side In 
th e controversy. 
The book is call­ 
ed “Spy O verhead." and Is the story 
of 
Industrial 
espionage in these 
U nited States. 
But curiously, Mr. Calkins seems 
entirely unaw are that espionage is 
a thing which works both w ays; 
that. 
although 
the allegedly soul­ 
less corporations undoubtedly have 
overstepped at tim es, labor Is not 
on Its side a Galahad, lf Mr. Cal­ 
kins has 
ever watched the form a­ 
tion of a union, as has this w riter, 
he could not. fall to have had this 
proved to him to th e hilt. Perhaps 
farther. 
Then. too. Mr. Calkins has not 
got at the basic fact for another 
reason—he w rites (or ra th e r re­ 
w rites) his book from the proceed­ 
ings of the La F ollette com m ittee, 
and the proceedings of one hear­ 
ing. no m atte r how held and by 
whom. is insufficient evidence In 
a question of such m agnitude. 
Some will quarrel w ith the ulti­ 
m ate chapter, In which Mr. Calkins 
takes a fling a t the 
Johnstow n. 
Pa., com m ittee which tried to guar­ 
antee, or ra th e r recover, the right 
to work for a large group which 
had been denied this right. These 
readers will read Mr, C alkins’ sub­ 
tle 
denunciation of this com m it­ 
tee, knowing th at they them selves 
have friends who have kept their 
sanity in the midst of the hullaba- 
loo, friends who would bitterly re­ 
sent being called out on a strike. 
Perhaps th e reader him self will 
feel that w ay about lf. 
Mr. Calkins has not altered the 
balance one ounce, and he should 
have. 
Most outsiders will feel that 
em ploym ent of a detective agency* 
to secure the "dope” on a union Is 
wrong, Just 
as It Is wrong for an 
employe to use deceit to learn his 
em ployer’s plans. 
And th ere also 
will he those who. having read the 
La Follette testim ony first in the 
papers, second in the new s m aga­ 
zines, third in the general m aga­ 
zines, will finish a fourth reading a 
little dull anyway,

The ruling was handed down in 
connection with an injunction suit 
filed by Attorney W esley L. Grills 
of Lorain. 
It was the first decis- 
ion handed down in the state relat­ 
ing to the Ogrin a c t 
A number of 
injunction suits have been filed. 
"I ruled the act is not constitu- 
tianal,” said Judge Findley, "and 
we Intend to disregard it. 
I think 
county officers should disregard 
the act entirely.” 
The injunction sought to restrain 
the county auditor and treasurer 
from refunding penalties and inter­ 
est under the Ogrin law. 
The court denied Grills an in- 
junction because, he said. "No one 
down here entertains the notion 
that the act is constitutional—in­ 
cluding myself.” 
"In this specific instance,” Judge 
Findley explained, "the county au­ 
ditor and county treasurer did not 
intend to make such refunds, so 
such an injunction would be with­ 
out basis of necessity.” 
County officials testified at the 
hearing that they had refused to 
make any refunds to date.
